As we are still 
operating our schools on a curtailed program, there is not 
much to report in the way of progress, during the vear, 
except some repairs and remodelling work which have 
been effected on the different school buildings under 
GW. A‘-and “Bb Re -projects.” xAll “intormation | Gnu 
statistical nature will be found in the tabulated sheets at 
the end of this report. 
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ENROLLMENT AND INSTRUCTION 


With an increased enrollment to care for in the schools, 
all efforts have been centered, this year, upon making the 
best of everything that was available to maintain the 
regular routine work at the highest efficiency possible. 
The five schools in town completed the school year in 
June in charge of the same teachers and under the same 
arrangements as reported last year. As a matter of eco- 
nomy, the graduation exercises were again omitted, but 
‘the following seven pupils, having completed the work 
of the eighth grade, were awarded “Certificates of Promo- 
tion” to high school:

At the opening of the fall term, three new teachers were 
employed to fill vacancies in the Center Grammar, Hods- 
don, and -North' Pownal Schools. All three of these 
teachers are “Normal School” graduates, but those as- 
signed to the last two mentioned schools were without 
previous teaching experience. Nevertheless, with a total 
met increase of 20% in enrollment, in all the schools, 
which appeared at this time, and with overcrowded condi- 
tions at the two Center schoois, a very commendable 
gerade of work is being accomplished. Due to this in- 
crease in enrollment, we have been obliged to buy addi- 
tional books and supphes for the different grades, with 
what funds were available. No money has, therefore, 
been available to change some of the basic textbooks that 
have become somewhat out of date. A kind friend of 
the schools has offered $10.00 in prizes, $2.50 to be 
awarded to the boy or girl in each of the four upper 
grades who remains standing the longest in an oral spell-

ing match. Plans are under way to hold tacse spelling 
contests in Mallett Hall during the third week,-in 
February. | 
REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

In accordance with the vote of the town, last March, 
the Brown Schoolhouse was sold and the proceeds added 
to repair funds. From this account, it has been possible 
to buy the necessary material to receive a federal allot- 
nent of labor. . This project has included enlarging and 
painting the school room, and building a new woodshed 
and toilets, at the Center Grammar School, retopping the 
chimney at North Pownal School, and finishing minor 
repair jobs at the other school buildings. The buildings 
are,now all in good repair, except for the outside paint 
and the floor at the Hodsdon School building. 

ACCOUNTS 

After carefully considering the needs of the schools, 
your School Committee are recommending the following 
minimum appropriations for next year, based on present 
expenses, which amount to $250 less than was raised last 


year.

Although living expenses are increasing, no increases’ 
are planned under the Common School Account this year, 
the recommendation being based on the present cost of 
operating the schools, with the idea that less money will 
be allotted to this account from the general State school 
fund. The amount- recommended for High School 
Tuition is $450 less than was appropriated last year, but 
it is planned to use the balance and to make a larger 
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allotment to this account from the general state school 
fund. The recommendations, for the other accounts, are 
the same amounts as were appropriated last year. Having 
funds available for the purchase of repair material may 
make possible another federal allotment for labor during 
the coming year. 

May I at this time express a proper appreciation for 
the splendid spirit of co-operation that has been present 
in all efforts to maintain school privileges for the boys 
and girls of Pownal.
